PRESIDENT, IT IS SAID, WILL 


OPPOSE THE PLAN. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 17.—The 


opinion is growing among public men 
who are in confidence of the president 
that he will oppose any movement 
looking to a reduction of the congres- 
sional representation of the southern 
states on account of the disfranchise- 
ment of. colored voters. 
The presi- 


dent is said to be opposed to reviving 
ill feeling, which he thinks would be 
the result of a Mil thus touching 
the Soutn'a suffrage. 


He has been told from many sources 


recently that an important element of
